about any other. When the conftitutioit is 
openly invaded, when the firft origihd tight 
of the people, fiam whrch all laWs derive 
their authority, rs dh^diiy attacked, inferibr 
grievances naturally lofe their force, and 
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re, has not yet been cicarlyftated to the pub- 
c, nor have the confequences of it been fuf- 
'Ciently underftood. Had I taken it up at an 
rlier period, I ihou'ld have been accufcd of 
:i uncandid, malignant precipitation, as if 
v/atched for an unfair advantage againft 
e miniftry, and would not allow them a 
: funable time to do their duty. They now

A MAJOR general of the army is arrefted

The bailiffs claim their prifoner* 
f An officer of the guards, not then on duty, 
takes part in the affair, applies to the f lieu*- 
tenant commanding the Tilt-yard guard, 
and urges him to tiira out his guari^ to re- 
lieve a general officer! The lieutenant de- 
clines interfering in perfon, but ftands at a- 
diftance, and fuffers tne bufinefs to be done. 
The officer takes upon himfelf to order out 
the guard. In a moment they are in arms, 
quit their guard, . march^ refcue the general, 
^^d drive away the fheriffs officers, who, in 
vain reprefent their right to the prifoner, and 
the nature of the arreft. The foldiers firft 
conduft the general into the guard-room, 
• then efcort hiitn to a place of fafety, with bay- 
yonets fixed, and i1^ all the forms of military 
triumph. I ^ill not ^fihrgc uppn the va- 
rious cifcuml^ax>ces which attended this a^ 
tropious proceeding. The perfonal injury 
received by the officer's of the-lav? in the exe- 
cution of their duty, may perhaps be atpned*^ 
for by fome pi-ivate compenfation. I con- 
fider nothing i|ut the.VjTound, which h^sbeen 
given to the law itfelf, to which no remedy.; 
has been applied, no fatisfaftion made,

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Neither is it my defign to dwell upon the 
mifconduS of the parties concerned, any 
fartfier than is neceflary to fhcw the behaviour 
of the mihiftfy in its true light. ! would 
make every compaflionate ^lowance for the 
infatuatioh of the prifoner, the fallfe- and cri- 
minal difcretion bf one officer, and the mad- 
iiefs of anoHher. I would leave the ignorant 
fddiers entirely oat! of the quefti6n. They 
are certainly the leaft guilty^ thou^ they ate 
the only perfons wluyfiave yet fliffered, c?e»' 
in the appearance df puniAment*. * The 
feft itfelf, however atrocious, is not the 
principsd point to be coniidered. It might 
have happened under a more regular govern- 
ment^ and with guards better difciplined 
than ours. The maiA queftion' is, in what 
manner have the miriift'ry a<fted on this ex- 
traordinary occafton. A general officer calls 
upon the king's o\^A guard, tSen axSttrally on 
duty, to refcue Kim ftbih the l^w¥of his'couri- 
tiy ; yet at this moment h^ is ih at fituatioii 
lioworfe, thaiiif K^'Kiid Aot c<^ihitted an 
ofence,- equally eh'6rihbii»ih aci^Hil aiitf m- 
Irtary view.— ^A lieutehaht' updrt dlity^deltgn- 
cflly' quits his" guard, arid fdJIBrs ik to be

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drawn out by another officer, for a purpofc, 
which he well knew (as we may coll«cl 
from an appearance of caution, which only 
makes his behaviour the more criminal) ta 
be in the higheft degree illegal. Has this 
gentleman been called to a court martial to 
anfwer for his conduct ? No. Has it been 
cenfured ? No. Has it been in any ihape in- 
quired into i No. — Another lieutenant, not 
upon duty, nor even in his regimentals, is 
daring enough to order out the king's guard, 
over which he had properly no command, 
and engages them in a violation of the laws 
of his country, perhaps the moft iingular 
and extravagant that ever was attempted.— 
What punilhment has be fuftered? Literally 
none. Suppofing he ihould be profecuted 
at common law for the refcue, will that cir* 
cumftanc^, from which the miniftry can de^- 
rive no. merit, excufe or juftify their fufFer- 
ing fo flagrant a breach of military difcipline 
to pafs by unpuniflied, and unnoticed i 
Are they aware of the outrage offered to their 
fovereign, when his own prefer guard is or* 
dered out to ftop by main force, the execu- 
tion of his laws i What are we to conclude 
from fo fcandalous a negled of their duty, 

but 
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Vut that they have other views, which can 
only be anfwered by fecuring the attachment 
of die guards ? The mixiifter would hardly 
be fo cautious Vif offending them, if he did 
not mean, in due time, to call for didr af- 
£ftance. 

With refpeft to die parties themfelves, let 
it be obfenr^, that thefe gendemeh are ttei«> 
tber young officers, nor very young men. 
Had they belonged to llie unfledged -race of 
enfigns, who infcft ourftveets^ and difhonor 
our public places, it might perhaps be fuf* 
ficient to fend them back to that difcipline, 
fiom wbkh their parents, judging* lightly 
from the maturity of their vices, bad re- 
Aioved them too foon. In this cafe, I am 
forry to fee, not fo much 'the folly of youth, 
asthefpiritof thecorps, and the connivance 
of government. I do not queftion that there 
are many trave and worthy officers in the 
regiments of guards. But confidcring them 
as a corps, I fear, it will be found that they 
are neither good foldici^, nor good fubjefts. 
Far be it from me to infinuate the moft dif<« 
tant reflexion upon the army. On the con* 
tsary, J hojpour- «id efteem the profeffion ; • 
B 4 and 
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a;jd if thefe gentlemen vwe better foldiers, I: 
a^x fujre t^ey youH be better fubje^ksi It 
is, not that there is any internal vice, or de- . 
fe<St in the pjx)fcflion, itfelf, as regulated in 
this country, but that it is tbj? fpirit of this 
particular corps, to defpife their profeiEon, 
and that while they vainly aflume the lead of 
thp army, they majce it matter of impei^tinent 
comparifon and triumph over the braveft 
troop? in the world (I mean our marching 
regimsnta) that tiey, indeed ftand upon 
higher grouiod, and are privileged to neg- 
lect the laborious forms of military difcipline 
and duty. Without dwelling longer upon 
a, moifc invidious fulyeiSI, I fliall leave it, to 
military men^ who have feen a fervice more 
a^iye than the parade, to determine v/jic- 
ther or no I fpeak truth. 

Hpw far this dangerous fpirit has been en-^. 
couragedby government, and tdwhat per- 
nicious purpofes it may -be applied hereafter, 
well defervea our moft feriojus qoniideration* 
I knovfixtdtedy that when this aiiairbappenedv - 
an afFe^ation of ala^niiran through the mim?» 
ftry. Sjomething i^^fl:. be done to favie ap- 
pearances. The cafe was tpo fl^rant to be: 

paiTed 
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paSed by abfolutely without notice. But haw 
have tliey afted ? Jnftead of ordering the offi- 
cers concerned, (and who, ftriftly fpeaking, 
are alone guilty,) to be put under arreft, and 
brought to trial, they would have it under- 
flood, that they did their duty completely, 
in confuiing a iei^eant and four private fol* 
djers, untjil they fliould be demanded by the 
civil power ; fo.that while the officers, who 
ordered or permitted the thing to be done, 
efcape without cenfure, the poor meo who 
obeyed thofe orders, who in a military view 
sire no way r^fponfible for what thciy did, and 
who for that reafon have been difcharged by 
the civil magiftrates, are the only objects 
wboiTi the miniilry have thought proper to 
cxpofs to punifl^ment. They did not ven- 
twe to bring even thcfe men to a court 
martial, becaufe they knew their evidence 
would be fatal to fome perfons, \vhom they 
were determined to proteA, Otherwife, I 
doubt not, the lives of thefe unhappy* friend- 
lefs foldiers would long fince have been facri- 
ficed without fcruplft to the fecurity of their 
guilty officers. 

I HAVE been accufed of endeavouring to 
en flame the paffiohs of the people. — Let me 

now 
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now appeal to their underftanding. If there 
be any tool of -adminiftration daring enough 
to deny thefe fa£b, or ihamelefs enough t9 
defend the condud of the miniftry, let him 
come forward. I care not under what title 
be appears. He ihallfind me ready to main- 
tain the truth of my narrative, and the juf- 
tice of my obfervatioris upon it, at the hazard 
of my utmoft credit with the. public* 

Under the moft arbitmry governments, 
thcVommon adminiftration of juftice is fuf- 
fered to take Its courfe. The fubjeft, though 
robbed of his fhare in^ the legiflati^, is ftili 
proteded by the laws. The political freedom 
of the Englifh conftitution was once the 
pride and honour of an Englifbman.. The 
civil equality of the laws preferved the pro- 
perty, and defended the fafety of the fubjeft. 
Are thcfe glorious privileges the birthright 
of the people, or are we only tenants at the 
will of the n?iniftryi — But that I know 
there is a fpirit of refiftance in the hearts of ' 
my countrymen, that they value life, not by 
its conveniences, but by the independance 
:md dignity of their condition, I fhould, at 
this moment^ appeal only to their difcretion. 

I 
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Ilhould perfuade them tobaniih from their 
minds aQ memory of What we were ; I (hould 
tell them this is not a time t^ remember that 
we were Englifhmen i and gi/e it as mj lafl: 
advice, to make fome early agreement with 
the minifter, that fince it has pleafcd him to 
rob us of thofe political rights, which once 
diftinguiihed the inhabitants of a country, 
where honour was happinefs, "he would leave 
us at leaft tl>e humble, obedient fccurity of 
citizens, and gracioufly condcfcend to protect 
us in our fubmiffion.

LETTER XXXI. 

TO THE PRINTER OF THE PUBLIC 
ADVERTISER. 

SIR, November 14, 1 769. 

1 HE variety of remarks, 
which have been made upon the laft letter 
of Junius^ and my own'opinion of the^Writer, 
who, whatever may be his faults, is cer- 
tainly not a weak man, have induced me to 
examine, with fome attention, the fubje£l of 
that letter. I could not perfuade myfelf 
that, while he had plenty of important ma- 
terially 
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t^rials, he would h^ve taken up a lightx)r tri- 
fling occafion to attack the Miniftry ; much 
lefs cQuld I conceive that it was his inten- 
tion Id ruin the officers concprnM in the ref^ 
cue of general Ganf^l, or to injure the ^ene- 
^.xal himfelf, Thefe are little obje(fts, and 
can no way contribute to the great purpofes 
he feems to have in view by addreffing him- 
felf to the publick.— -Without confidering 
the ornamented ftile he has adopted, 1 deter- 
mined to look farther into the matter, before 
.1 decided upon the merits of his letter. The 
firft ftep I took was to enquire into the truth 
-^of the fafls j for if thefe were eit^| falfe or 
mifreprefented, the moft artful exMtion of 
'^is underftanding, in reafoning upon them, 
would only be a difgracc to him.— rNow, Sir, 
I have found every circumftance ftated Ijy 
Junius to be literally true. General Ganfel 
.perfuaded the bailiiFs to condufl: him to the 
;paradc, and certainly folicited a Corporal 
-.and other Soldiers to affift him in making his 
-ef<iape. Captain Dodd did certainly apply to 
•Captain Garth for the affiftance of his guard. 
*<>aptain Garth declined appearing himfelf, 
*b«t flood aloof, while the other took upon 
him to order out the Jiing's guard, and by 

^main 
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main force refcucd the General. It is alfo 
&ii81y true, that the General was efcorted 
. by a file of mufqueteers to a place of fecurity. 
— Thefe are fads, Mr. Woodfall, which I 
pfomife you no gentleman in the guards wiU 
deny* If all or any of them are falfc, why 
are they not contradifled by the parties them«>- 
fclvcs ? However fecure againft military cen* 
fure, they have yet a charafter to lofe, and 
furely, if they are innocent, it is not beneath 
them to pay Ibme attention to the opinion of 
the public. 

The foMC of Juntus*s C>Werv;ition.$ upon- 
thefe fa£t^annot be better marked, than bj 
ftating and refuting the objedions which 
)iave been made to them. One writer fap^ 
<< Admitting the officers have offended, they 
^^ are punifhable at common law, and will 
♦« you have a Britifh fubjecl punifhed twice 
" for the feme ofience ?"— I anfwer that 
they have committed two offences, both. very 
enormous, and violated two laws. The 
refcue is one offence, the flagrant breach of 
difcipline another, and hitherto it does not 
appear that they have been punifhed, or even 
cenfured for eitherr Another gentleman, 

lays 
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lays much ftrefs upon the calamity of the cafe, 
and, initead of difp roving fa£):s, appeals at 
once to the compaflion of the public. Thi^ 
idea, a$ well as the inlinuation that depriving 
the parties of their commijfions wcM he ^n injury 
to the^r creditors^ can only refer to General 
Ganfel, The ether officers are in no dif- 
trefs, therefore, have no claim to compaflion, 
nor does it appear, that their creditors, if they 
have any, are more likely to be fatisfied by 
their continuing in the guards. But this 
fort of plea will not hold in any fliape. 
, Compaflion to an offender, who has grofsly 
violated the laws, is in effe£t a cM|Ity to the 
. peaceable fubje<S who has obfe^d them ; 
and, even admitting the force of any alleviat- 
ing circumftances, it is neverthelefs true, 
that, in this inftancis, the royal compaffibn 
has interpofed too foon. The legal and pro- 
per mercy of a King of England may remit 
the punishment, but ought not to flop the 
trial.

Besides thefe particular objeiStions, there 

^ has been a cry raifed againft Junius for his 

malice and injuftice in attacking the mini- 

ftry upon an event, which they could neither 

hinder 
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binder nor foresee. This, I muft aiSrm, is 
a fidfe reprefentation of his argument. He 
'lays no ftrefs upon the event itfclf, as a 
ground of accufation againft the mintftry, 
but dwells entirely upon their fubfequent 
condu£b. He does not fay that they are an- 
fvirerable for the offence, but for the fcanda- 
lous negled of their duty, in fufifering an of- 
fence, (o flagrant, to pafs by without notice 
or inqiiiry, Suppofing them ever fo regard- 
lefs of what they owe to the public, and as 
indiflerent about the opinion as they are 
about thcinterefts of their country, what an- 
fwer, as ^cers of the erown, will they gi^re 
to JuniuSy when he afks them, Jre they aware 
of the outrage offered to their Sovereign^ when 
his own proper guard is ordered out to Jiop^ iy 
main force ^ the execution of his Jaws ?-^ And 
when we fee a miniftry giving fuch aftrange 
unaccountable proteftion to the officers of 
the guards, is it unfair to fufped, that thtfy 
have fomc fecret and unwarrantable motives 
for their conduct f If they feel themfclves in- 
jured by fuch a fu/piciori^ why do they not 
immediately clear themfelvcs from it, by 
doing their duty? For the honour of the 
guards, I cannot help cxpreffing another fi»f- ' 

plcioA^ 
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picion, that, if the commanding officer had ftOt 
received a fecret injundlion to the contrary, 
he would, in the ordinary courfe of hisbufi- 
nefs, have applied for a court martial to try 
the two fubalterns ; the one for quitting his 
guar^ 5— the o^her for taking upon him the 
command of the guard, and employing it in 
the manner he did. I do not mean to enter 
into or defend the feverity, with which Junius 
treats the guards. On the contrary, I will 
fuppofe, for a mom^t^ that they deferve a 
very different charaSer. If this be ttuc, in 
what light will they confider the condncSt 
of the two fubalterns, but as a^ eneral re- 
proach and difgrac^ to the whole corps ? And 
will they not wilh to f<be them cenfured in a 
military way, if * it were only for the credit 
and difoipline of the Regiments 

Upon the whole. Sir, theMiniftry feem 
to me to have taken a very improper ad- 
vantage of the good-natu^re of the public, 
whofe humanity, they found, confidered no- 
thing in this affair but the diftrefs of General 
Ganfel. They would perfuacle us that it was 
only a common refcue by a few diforderly 
foldiers, and not the formal deliberate aft 
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o/the king's guard, headed by an officer, and 
the public has fallen into the deception. I 
thiok). therefore, we are obliged to Junius for 
the care he has taken to inquire into the 
fa£b, anid for the juft commentary with which 
he has givtrt them to the world.' — For my 
own part, I am as tinwiHing as any man to 
load the unfortunate ; but, really^ Sir> the 
precedent, with r^fpeS to the gusuHi9^ 10 of t 
mod ioiportant nature^ and alarming enough 
(coAfidering the €On(eq^eHces with which it 
may be attended) tp defiurve a parliameata* 
7 inquiry : when the guards are daring 
enough, nat only to violate their own difci^ 
pline, but publicly and with the moft atro- 
cious violence to ftop the cxccatioii of the 
laws, and when fuch tas^^s^Giiimuf ofleacei 
pa& with impuniiyy belicn^e tne^ Sir, the

When the complaints of a brave and powerful 
people are obferved to encreafe in propor- 
tion to the wrongs they have fuftercd ; 
when, inftead of finking into fiibmiiEon, 
they are rpufed to refiftance^ the time will 
foon ianrive at which every inferior coofi- 
der^tion inuft yield to the fe^urity of the 
Sovereign, and to the general fafety of the 
ftate. iTbeire is a moment of difficulty and 
danger, at which flattery and falihoodcaii 
no](pnger deceive, and fimplicity itiiblf can 
no longer be mified. Let^u^ fuppofe it 
arrived. Let us fuppofe a gracious, well- 
intentioned prince, made fenflble at lad of 
the great duty he owes to his people, and of 
his own difgraceful fituation ; that he looks 
round him for afSftance, and aflcs for no^ 
• advice, but how to gratify the wilhes>,and 
fecure the happinefs of his fubjccls. In 
thefe circumftances, it may be matter of 
■ > * * curioui 
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curious SPECULATIOHT tQ confidcr, if an 
boneft nian were permitted to approach a. 
Kiagf in what terms he v/ould address him- 
lelf to. bis Sovereign. Let it be imagined, 
no matter how improbable, that the iirft 
prejudice agaiiril his chara6^cr is removed^ 
that the ceremoaious difficulties of an au^ 
4ienceare furmounted, that he feels him- 
ielf animated by the pureft and moft ho- 
nourable afFef^ions to his King and coan- 
try^ and that the great perfon, whom he 
addrefies, has fpirit enough to bid him 
fpeak freely, and underftanding enough to 
liften to him with attention. Unacquainted 
with the vain impertinence of forms, he 
would deliver his fentiments with dignity 
and tirmnefs j but not without refpeft.

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long fince have adopted a fty le of remohftranc^ 
very diftant from the humility of complaint. 
The dodrine inculcated by our hws. That 
the King can do no wrongs i$ admitted without 
rclu<aance. We feparate the amiable, good- 
natured prince from the folly and treachery of 
his fervants, and the private virtues of the 
man from the vices of his government. Were 
it not for this juft diftinSion, I ' know not 
Vi^heth^r your Majefty's condition, or that of 
the Englilh nation, virould defcrve moft to be 
lamented. I would prepare your mind for a 
favourable reception of tfuth, by removing 
every painful, offenfive idea of perfonal re- 
proach.

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mcnt to one part of 'your fubjcSs, at the ejc- 
pence of another. While the natives of Scot- 
land are not in actual rebellion, they are un- 
doubtedly in titled to prote£Hon ; nor do 1 
mean to condemn the policy of giving fome 
encouragement to the novelty of their affec- 
tions for the houfe of Hanover. 1 am ready- 
to hope for every thing from their new-bom 
zeal, and from the future fteadinefs of their 
allegiance. But hitherto they have no claim 
ti) your favour. To honour them with a de- 
termined predileftion and confidence, in ex- 
clufion of your Engl ifh fubje<5ls, who placed 
your family, and in fpite of treachery and re- 
bellion, have fupported it upon the throne, 
is a miftake too grofs, even for the unfufpeft-^. 
ing generofity of youth. In this error we fee 
a capital violation of the moft obvious rules 
of policy and prudence. We trace it, how- 
ever, to an original bias in your education, 
and are ready to allow for your inexperience. 

' To the fame early influence we attribute 
it, that you hav« defcended to ta^ke a fhare 
not only in the narrow views and interefts of - 
particular perfons, but in the fatal malignity 
of their paflions. At your acceffion to the

A MAN, not very holiifHurabfy diftiDguifh- 
ed in ^e world, commences a foraiial attack 
upon your favourite, confidering nothings 
But how he might beft expofe his perfon and 
principles to deteftation, and the national 
chara6ler of his countrymen to contempt. 
The natives of that country, Sir, areas much 
diftingui&ed by a peculiar charafter, as by 
your Majefly's favour. Like another cho* 
ftn people, they have been conduced into the 
land of plenty, ^here they find themfelvea 
eflFeftually marked, and cRvided from man- 
kind'. There is hardly a period, at which, the 
moft irregular charafter may not be redeem- | 
ed. The miftakes of one fex find a retreat in 
patriotifm; thofe of the other in devotion.. 
Mr. Wilkes brought with htm into politics 
the fame liberal fentiments, by which his pri- 
vate conduft had been dire£led, and feemed 
to ^nk^ that,^ as there are few excefles, in. 

which 
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^Uch aa Englifli gentfeman m«y not he 
permitted to indulge, the lame latitude vrm 
allowed him in the choice of his political 
principles, and in the ipirit of maintiinng 
thenu — I mean to ftate, not entirel j to de- 
fend his condu£t.. In the eameftnfffs of his 
seal, he fuSered lone unwarrantable infiniM- 
tions to efcape him* He faid more than mo- 
derate men would jxi&ify ; but not enough 
to entitle him to the honour of your Map> 
jefty's peribnal refentment. Tbe rays of 
Royal indignation, coUeded upon him,^ fer<* 
ved only to illuminate, and could not con- 
fume. Animated by tinfi favour of the peo- 
ple on one fide, and heated by perfecution on 
the other^ his views and fentimei^ changed 
with his fituation. Hardly ferious at firft, 
he is now an enthufiaft. The cddeft bodies 
warm with oppofition, the hardeft fparkle in 
colliAon. Ther«uis a holy miftaken zeal in 
politics as well as religion. By perfuading 
ofhers, we convince ourfelves. The paffions 
are engaged, and create a maternal a&^ion 
in the mind, which forces us to loVe the 
caufe, for which ws fuflFer. — ^Is this at con- 
tention worttiy of a King i Are you not ien- 
fible how much the meannefs of the caufe 
gives an air of ridicule to the ferious difficul- 
D 3 tiss 
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ties into which you have been* betrayed ?, 
the deftruftion of one man has been now, 
for many years, the fole objeft of your go- 
vernment, and if there can be any thing ftill 
more difgraccful, we have feen, for fuch an 
obje£t, the utmoft influence of the executive 
power, and every minifterial artifice exerted 
without fucccfs. Nor can you ever fuccced, 
unlefs he fhould be imprudent enough to for- 
feit the protection of thofe laws, to which 
you owe your crown, or unlefs your mini- 
fters fliould perfuade yoU to make it a queftion 
of force alone, and try the whole ftrength of 
government in oppofition to the people. The 
leffons he has received from experience, will 
probably guard him from fuch excefs of fol- 
ly ; and in your Majefty's- virtues we find aji 
unqueftionable affurance that no illegal vio- 
lence will be attempted.

Far from fufpefting you of fo horrible a 
defign, \^e would attribute the continued 
violation of the laws, and even this laft enor- 
mous attack upon ^he vital principles of the 
conftitution, to an illradvifed, ' unworthy, 
perfonal refentment. From one falfe Hep you 
have been betrayed into another, and as the 
caufe was unworthy of you, your miniftx^rs * 

were 
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were determined that the prudence of the ex- 
ecution ihould conrefpond with the wifdom 
and dignity of the defign. They have re- 
duced you to the neceflity of choofing out cf 
a variety of difficulties j — to a fituation fo 
unhappy, that you can neither do wrong 
without ruin, ^nor right without affli&ion. 
Thele worthy /ervants have undoubtedly giv- 
en you many fingular proofs of their abili- 
ties. Not contented with siaking Mr« 
Wilkes a man of importance, they have ju- 
dicioufly transferred the queftion, from the 
rihts and interefts of one man, to* the mod 
important rights and interefts of the people, 
and forced your fubje£ls, from wiihing 
well to the caufe of an • individual, to unite 
with him in their own.

The circumftances to which you are re- 
duced, will not admit of a compromife with 
the Englilh nation. Undecifive, qualifying, 
meafures will difgrace your government ftill 
more than open violence, and, without fat if- 
iying the people, will excite their contempt.

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They baVetoo much underftanding and fpirtt 
to accept of an indiredl fatisfadion for a 4i- 
r€<a injury. Nothing lefs than a repeal, as 
formal as the refolution itfelf, can heal the 
wound, which has beea given to the confti- 
tution, nor will any thing lefs be accepted. 
I can readily believe that there is an influence 
fuficient to recal that pernicious vote. The 
houfe of comftions undoubtedly confider. their 
duty to the crown as paramont to all other 
obligations. To us they are only inQJjpbted 
for an accidental exiflence, and have juftly 
transferred their gratitude from their parents 
to their benefaAors ; — from thofe, who gave 
them birth, to the minifter, from whofe be- 
nevolence they derive the comforts and plea- 
fureis of their political life ;— who has taken 
the tendered care of their infancy, and re- 
lieves their neceflities without offending th«ir 
delicacy. But, if it were p^ffible for their 
integrity to be degraded to a condit;ion fo vile 
and abjed, that, compared with it, the pre-* 
fei^ eftimation they ftand in is a ftate of ho- 
nour and rcfpeft, confider. Sir, in what 
manner you will afterwards proceed. Can 
* you conceive that the people of this country 
will long fubmit to be governed by (o flexible 
a houfe of commons ! It is not in the nature 
^ ^ ^ of 
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rf Immafi fociety, that an/ form of govcm- 
incnt, in fuch circumftances, can long bo 
preferved. In ours, the genera! contempt of 
the people is ais fatal as their deteftation. 
Such, 1 am perfuadec^ would be the nccefia- 
rjr effeft of any bafe conceffion made by the 
ppefent houfe of commons, and, zs a quali- 
fying meafure would not be accepted, it ro* 
mains for you to decide whether you will, at 
any hazard, fupport a fet of men, who have 
reduc^ you to this unhappy dilemma, or 
whether you will gratify the united wiihes of 
the whole people of England by diifi>Iving 
the parlliuxient* 

Takikg it for granted, as I do very £fl* 
ccrely, that you have perfonally no defign 
againil the conftkution, nor any view incon^ 
fiAent with the good of your fubje£ts, 1 think 
yoa cannot heiitate .long upon the choice^ 
¥fbkh it equally concerns your intereft, and 
your honour to adopt.^ On one fide, yot| 
hazard the aft<£tionsof all yonr Engliilb fub« 
jefts ; ydti rermquifti every hope of repofe to 
yourfelf, and you endanger the eftablifhmcnt 
of your family for ever. All this you ven»- 
twB for do 6bje«5l whatfocvcr, or for fuch an 
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objc^, as it would be an affront to you to* 
name. Men of fenfe will exan^ine your con-^ 
iu& with fufpicion ; while tbofe who are in- 
capable of comprehending to what degree 
they are injured, affli^ you with clamours 
equally infolent and unmeaning. Suppo-- 
fing it poiTible that no fatal ftruggle ihould 
enfue, you determine at once to be unhappy^ 
without the .hope of a compenfation either 
from intereft or ambition. . If an Englifli. 
King be hated or defpifed, he mu/i be un- 
happy ; and this perhaps is the only politi- 
cal truth, ^yhich he ought to be convinced of 
without experiment. But if the Engliih 
people (hould^no longer confine their refent- 
raent to a fubmiffive reprefentation of their 
wrongs ; if, following the glorious example 
of their anceftors, they fliould no longer ap- 
peal to the creature of the conftitution, but 
to that high Being, who gave them the rights 
of humanity, whofe ^ifts it were facrilege to 
fiirrender, let me a(k you. Sir, upon what 
part of your fubjects would you rely for af- 
fiftance ? 

The people of Ireland have been uniform- 
ly plundered and oppreffed.. In return, they 

give 
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gifc you every day frefh marks of their re- 
ientment. They defpife the miferable go- 
vernor you have fent them ♦, becaufe he is 
the creature of Lord Bute ; nor is it from any 
natural confufion in their ideas, that they are 
fb ready to confound the original of a King 
widi the V disgraceful repref^tation of him. 

The diftance of the Colonies would make 
it impofliblc for them to take an a£llve con- 
cern in your affairs, if they were as well af- 
feded to your government as they once pre- 
tended to be to your perfon. They were 
ready enough to diftinguifli between you and 
your minifters- They complained of an ad 
of the legiflature, but traced the origin of it 
no higher than to the fervants of the crown :* 
They pleafed themfelves with the hope that 
their Sovereign,^ if not favourable to their 
caufe, at leaft was impartial. The decifive, 
perfbnal part you took againft them, has ef- 
fedually baniflied that firft diftinSiom from 
Acir minds f . They confider you as uni- 
ted

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ted with your fervaats againft America^ and 
k»ow how to diftinguifli the Sovereign and a 
venal parliament on one fide, from the real 
fentiments of the Englilh people on the others- 
Looking forward to independence, they 
might poffibly receive jrou for their King ; 
but, if ever you retire to America, be af- ^ 
fured they will give you fuch a covenant ta 
digeft, as the prefbytery of Scotland would 
have been aOiamed to offer to Charles the 
fecond. They left their native land in fearch 
of froedom, and found it i« a defart. Divided 
as they are into a thoufand forms of policy 
and religion, there is one point in which 
they all agree : — they equally deteft the pa- 
geantry of a King, and the fupercilious hy- 
pocrify of a bilhop. 

If Is not then from the alienated afFefli- 
ons of Ireland or Americ!^ that you can rea^ 
fonably look for afEftance ; ftill lefs from the 
people of England, who are aftually con-*

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tending for their rights, and in this great quef- 
rton, are parties againft you. You are not 
however, deftitute oif every appearance of 
fupport : You have all the Jacobites, Non- 
jurors, Roman Cath<dics, and Tories of this 
country, and all Scdtland without exception. 
Confidering from what family you are de* 
icended, the choice of your friends has been^ 
fingularly direded 5 and truly. Sir, if yoa 
had not loft the whig intereft of England, I 
Ihould admire your dexterity in turning the 
hearts of your enemies. Is it poiEble for yoit 
to place any confidence in men, who, before 
Aey are faithful to you, muft renounce eve- 
ry opinion, and betray every principle, both 
in church and ftate, which they inherit from 
their anceftors, and are confirmed in by their 
educaticMi ? whofe numbers are fo inconiider^ 
able, that they have long fince been obh'gcd 
to give up the principles and language which, 
diftinguifh them as a p,arty, and to fight un- 
der the banners of their enemies ? Their zeal 
begins with hypocrify, and muft conclude in 
treachery. , At firfl they deceive ; at lafl they 
bct.ray. 

As to the Scotch, I mufl fuppofe your heart 
and undcrfbnding fo biaflfed,, from your ear- 

Uefl: 
J 
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lieft infancy, in their favour, that nothing 
lefs thzn your oiJf;n misfortunes can undeceive 
you. You will not accept of the uniform 
experience of your anceftors ; and when 
once a man 'is determined to believe, the 
very abfurdity of the do<^lrine confirms him 
.in his faith, A bigoted underftanding can 
<iraw a proof of attachment to the houfe of 
Hanover from a notorious zeal for the houfe 
of Stuart, and find an earneft of future loy^ 
alty in former rebellions. Appearances are 
howevfer in their favour ; fo ftrongly indeed, 
that one would think they had forgotten 
that you are their lawful King, and had' mif- 
taken you for a pretender to the crown. 
Let it be admitted then thit the Scotch are 
as fincere in their prefent profeflians, as if you 
were in reality not an Englifhman, but a 
Briton of ^e North. You would not be 
the firft prince, of their native country, 
againft whom they have rebelled, nor the 
firft whom they have bafely betrayed. Have^ 

' yoii forgotten. Sir,, or has your favourite 
concealed from you that part of our hiftory, 
when the unhappy Charles, (and he too hid 
private virtues) Ikd from the open, avowed 
indignation of his Englifh fubjedls, and fur- 

• rendered himfelf at difcretion to the good 

faith 
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faith of his own countrymen. Without 
looking for fupport in their afFeftions' as 
fubjefb, Ke applied only to their honour 
as gentlemen, for protection . They re- 
ceived him as they would your Majefty, with 
1)ows, and fmile«, and fallhood, and kept 
him until they had fettled their bargain 
with the Englifli parliament*; then bafely 
fold their native king to the vengeance of his 
enemies.' This, Sir, was not the -zA of a 
few traitors, but the deliberate treachery 
of a Scotch parliament, rcprefenting the 
nation. A wife prince might draw from it 
two leflbns of equal utility to himfelf. On 
one fide he might learn to dread the uriJif- 
guifed refentmentof a generous people, who 
dare openly afiert their rights, and who, in 
a juft caufe are ready to meet their Sorerci-:i 
in the field. On. the other fide, he would 
be taught to apprehend fomething far more 
formidable; — a fawning treachery, againli 
which no prudence can guard, no courage 
can defend. The infidious fmile upon the 
cheek would warn him of the canker in the . 
heart* 

From the ufes, to which one part of the 
army has been too frequently applied, you 

have 
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have fome reafon to expeft, that thert are no 
fervices they would refufe. Here t6o we 
trace the partiality of your uitderftanding. 
You take the fenfe of the army from the cdn- 
duft of the guards, with the fame juftice 
with which yoir collcdt the fenfe of the pep- 
pk from the reprcfentations of the miniftry. 
Your marching regiments. Sir, will not make 
the guards their example either as foldiers or 
fubje<^s. They feel and refent, as they 
ought to do, that invariable, undiftinguifh* 
ing favour with wh ich the guards are treated ; * 
while thofe gallant troops, by whom every 
hazardous, every laborious fervice is per- 
formed, are left to perifli in garrifons abroad, 
or pine in quarters at home, neglefted and 
forgotten. If they had no fenfe of the great 
original duty they owe their country, their 
refentment would operate like patriotifm,

If it did not immediately ihake your eftablifh- 
ment, it would rob you of your peace of mini 
for ever. 

« On the'oflier, how different is the prof* 
pe& ! How eaTy, how fafe and honourable is 
the path before you ! The Engliih nation 
Heclare they are grofsly injured by their re- 
preientativcs, and folicit your Majclly to 
exert your lawful prerogative, and j^vc them 
Vol, II. , Jk an 
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an opportunity of recallijig a troft, whiclt, 
they find, has heen fcandalouflyabufed.'Ybii 
^e not to be told that the power of the houffe 
of commons is not original, but delegated to 
them for the welfare of the people, from whoin 
tlrey received it. A queftibn of righf ariftb 
between the conftituent and the repre&nta- 
tive body. By what authority fliaH it bfe 
decided ? Will your Majefty in^fiare in a 
queftion in which you have properly no im- 
modrate concern. — It would be a ftep equally- 
odious and unneceffary. Shall the lords be 
^ tailed upon to determine the rights and pri- 
vileges of the commons ? — ^They cannot da 
it without a flagrant breach of the cojE^ftitu* 
tion. Of will you refer it to the judges ? — 
They have often told your anceftors, that 
the law of {)arliamervt is above them. What 
party then remains, but to leave it to the peo* 
pie to determine for themfelves ? They alone 
are injured ; and fmce there is no fuperior 
power, to which the caufe can be referred^ 
they alone ought to determine. 

I i>o not mean toperplex you with a tedious 
argument upon a fubjecl already fo difcufled, 
that infpiration could hardly throw a new 

3 %*»^ 
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light upon it, Thcr^ are, however, two 
points of view, in which it particularly im- 
ports your Majeily to coniider,, the late pro« 
ceeding&of thehoufeof commons. By de- 
priving a fubje<^ of his birthright, they have 
attributed to their own vote an authority equal 
to an 2l3L of the whole kgiflature } and, tho' 
perhaps not with the fame motives, have 
ftri£lly followed the example of the long 
parliament, which firft declared the regal 
office ufelefe) and foon after with as little ce« 
lemony, diflblved the houfe of lords. The 
iame pretended power, which robs an £ng* 
liih fubje£l x>f his birth-right, may rob au 
SngJilh King of his crown. In another 
view, the refolution of the houfe of commons, 
apparently not fo dangerous to your Majefty, 
is ftiU more alarming to your people. Not 
contented withdiveftiug one man of his right, 
they have arbitrarily conveyed that right to 
another. They have fet aftde a return as il« 
legal, without daring to cenfure thofe officers, 
who were particularly apprized of Mr. 
Wilkes's inc^acity, not only by the decls^ 
ration of the houfe, but exprefsly by the writ 
dire<3ed to them, and, who nevcrthelefs 
returned Jiim as duly eleaed. They have rc- 
' E a' jefted 
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je^d the majority of votes, the only criteriotir 
by whiekour laws judge oi thefenfeof the 
people^ they have transferred the right 
of eleAion from the colleiiiive to the re- 
prefcntative body j and by thefe afts, taken 
feparately or together, they have effentially 
altered' the original conilitution of the houfe 
of commons, Verfed, as your Majefty * 
undoubtedly is^ in the Englifli hiftory, it 
* cannot eafily efcape youy how much it is your 
intereft, as well as yoiii^ duty to prevent one 
dp the three eftates fr^»ii encroaching upon^ 
4ba provkiee of the other vwo; or alfuming 
liie authority of them all. Wb^ once th^y 
have departed from the great ponftitutional' 
lifie, by which all their proceedings fhouW 
be dt|e£ted^ who will 3tnf#er f^ their ftiti|l<»' 
moderatiepf Or what afiuntace will thqr 
give, you, that, when ^y have tiwipM 
vpon their eqoalsy they will fabmit t^ % 
liiparior? Your Majefty may leam heiea£keiv 
bow nearly the flftve and tjnut we allied;

mot .very unwarrantable that their fucceflbrs^ 
would be equally at the. difpofal of the

But you, 
my Lbcd, have fuccefsfully extended your 
advice to ^rery political^ cveiy moral en- 
gagementy that could bind either the znagi^ 
ft rate or the man. The cotrditloa .of a 
King is often miferable, but it requiwd your 
Grace's abilities to make it contemptible.^^ 
You will fay perhaps that the faithful fer^ 
▼ants, in whofe hands you have left him, 
are able to retrieve his honour, and to fup* 
port his government. You have publidf 
declared, even fince your reiignation, that 
you approved of their meafures, and admired 
their conduct, — particularly that of the Earl 
cff Sandwich. What a pity it is, that, with 
all this appearance, you ihould think it ne^ 
ccflary to feparate yourfelf from fuch amiable 
companions. You fofrget, my Lord, that 
while you are lavifh in the praife of men 
whom you defcrt, you are publicly oppofin^ 
your condu6): to your opinions, and depriv- 
ing yourfelf of the only plaufible pretence 
yt>u had for leaving yoiir Sovereign ovef- 
^elmed with diffrefs ; I call it plaufible,

In your treatment of particular perfonsi 
you have preferved the uniformity of your 
tharafter. Even Mr. Bradfliaw declares', 
that no man was ever fo ill ufed as hfmfel^.

We can eafily account for your 
violating your engagements with men of ho- 
nour, but why (hould you betray your na« 
tural connexions?

But, 
alas I their countenances fpeak a different 
language. When the members drop off, the 
main body cannot be infenfible of its ap- 
proaching diffdution. Even the violence of 
their proceedings is a fignal jpf defpair. Like 
broken tenants, who have had warning to 
quit the pretnifes, they curfe their landlord, 
deftroy the fixtures, throw every thing into 
confufion, and care not what mifchief they 
do to the eftate.

If any 
part of the reprefentative body be not chofen 
by the people, that part vitiates and-corrup^ 
the whole. If there be a defed in the rc- 
prefentation of the people, that power^ w)iic)i 
aloAe is equal to the making of the laws^ in 
tthis country^ is not complete, and the z&t 
J9f iparltansent under that circumftance, are

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fiot the adi «f a pure aifkl entire l^iflature^ 
I fpeak of the theory of pur cociilitution ^ and 
vrhatever didliculties or incoAveniencks may 
attend the |>ra6ik:e, I am ready to maimain^ 
that, as far as the fa& deviates from the prin- 
ciple^fo /ar the pra^fiic^ is vicious and corrupt. 
I have not beard a qneftion raifed upon any 
ether part of the remonftrance. That the 
principle, on which the Middlefex [ele<%on 
was determined, is more pernimus in its ef- 
fefts, than either t-he levying of fhip-money, 
fcy Charles the Firft, or the fufpending power 
afiumed by his fon, will hardly be difputed 
by any man who underftands or wi(hes well 
to the Englifh conftitutiom It is not an a<a 
of open violence done by the King, or any 
<lired or palpable breach of the laws attempt- 
'Cd by his minifter, that can ever endanger 
the liberties of this country. Againft fuch a 
King or minifter the people would immedi- 
ately take the alarm, and all the parties unite 
to oppofe him. The laws may be grofsly 
t^iolated in particular inftances, without any 
^ireft attack upon the whole fyftem. Fa^s 
4)f that kini. ftand alone; they are attri* 
i>uted to neceffity, not defended by princi- 
ple. We can never be really in danger, un- 
til the forms of parliament are made uk of to 

deftroy 
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"i^roy €at ftibftance cf our civil and poHeical 
liberties ; — until parliament itfclf bctrajrs its 
truft, by contributing to cftablifti new prin- 
ciples of government, znd caiploying the very 
weapons cdmntitted to it by the coUe6live 
body, to ftab the conftitution. 

As for the terms of the remonftrance,* I 
prefume it will not be afnrmed, by any per- 
fon lefs polifhed than a gentleman ufher, 
that this is a feafon for compliments. Oar 
gracious King indeed is abundantly civil to 
himfelf. Infiead cpf an anfwer to a petition^ 
his majefty, very gracefully pronounces his 
own panegyric ; and I confefs, that,' as far 
as his perfonai behaviour, or the royal purity 
of his intentions is conccrifcd, the truth of 
thofc declarations, wl\ich the minifter has 
drawn up for his matter, cannot decently be 
difputcd. In every other refpcft, I affirm, 
that they are abfolutely unfupported, either 
in Argument or fa£^. I muft add too, that 
fuppofing the fpeeeh were otherwife unexcep. 
tionable, it is not- a dife<a anfwer to the pe- 
tition of the city. His Majefty is pleafed to 
fay, that he is always ready to receive the 
rcquefts of his fubje^^s ; yet the flicrifFs were 
twice fent back witk an excufe, and it was 

certainly 
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certaiivly deteited in council whether or no 
riic magiftratfts of the city of London (houM 
be admitted to an audience. Whethcrthe 
ivmonftrance be or be not injurious to parlia-^ 
ment^is the very qucftion between the parlia- 
incnt and the people, and fuch a queftion 
.:as cannot be decked by the aflertion of n 
third party, however refpcdable. That the 
^tkioning for a difiblution of parhament is 
irreconcileable with the principles of the con- 
fiitution is a new do<5lrine. His Majefty per*- 
haps has nbt been informed, that the houfe 
of commoas themfelves have, by a formal re-* 
fotution, admitted it to be the right of thft 
Aibjeft. His Majefty proceeds to aflure nt 
that iie has -made the laws the rule of his 
condufl. — ^Was it in ordering or permitting 
his minifters to apprehend Mr. Wilkes by a 
general warrant ? — Was is in fjifiTering his 
.minifters to revive the obfoletc maxim of 
nutlttm iempus to rob the Diike of Portland 
of his property, and thereby give a decifiv^ 
turn loa countydeftion ? — Was it in ereff- 
ing a chamber confutation of furgeoiis, with 
authority to examine into and fuperfede th5* 
fegal verdi(ft of a jury ? Or did his Majertjr 
cohfvlt the laws of this country, when Ke 
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INnmtted his fecrctary of.&tte to declare, 
that whenever the civil magiftrate is triiled 
with, a military force muft be fentfbr^ witi- 
ma tbf delay tf a momenty and effeSualiy em* 
ployed ? Or was it in the barbarous e^cadncfr 
with which thb iHegal, inhuman dodrine 
was carried into execution ?*i-If his Majefly 
had recolkdledthefe jb£ts, I think he would 
jiever have faid, at leaft with any re&ienoe 
to the meafiu-es of his government, . that he 
hadnuide the laws the rule of his coadiift. 
To talk of pi-eierving the afieS:ioii9, or rely* 
ingon the fupport of his fubje^ts^ while he 
continues to a£b upon thefe principles, is in^* 
deed paying a compliiiient to their loyalty^ 
which I hope they have too much fpir it and 
underftanding to deferve. 

His Majefty, we are totd, is .not only 
punctual in the performance of bis own 
duty^ but careful not to afiume any of thofe 
powers which the conftitution has placed in 
other hands. Admitting this laft affertion 
to be ftridtly true, it is no way to the pui- 
pofe. ITie city of London have not defir^d 
the King to aflume a power placed iii other 
hands. If they had, I ihould hopcf to ft,e 
th'e^erfon, who dared to prefent fuch a pj- 
ti'tion^ immediately impeached. They foli- 

cit 
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cit their Sovereign to exert that Conftitiition^ 
al authority, which .the laws have vefted in 
him, for the benefit of his fubjefls. They 
call upon him to make ufe of his lawful 
prerogative in a cafe, which our laws evi- 
dently*^ fuppofed might happen, fihce tl>ey 
have provided for it by trufting the Sove- 
reign with a difcretionary power to di&lve 
the padiaiHeiit. This requeft will, I ;»pv 
confident, be fupported by remonitranccs 
from all parts oi the kingdom. His Majefty 
will find at laft, that this is the fen/e of his 
p60(>le, and that it is not his intereft to fup- 
port either miniftry or parliament, at the 
hazard of a breacia with the jcolkdive body 
of his fubje<3:s. — That he is the King of a 
free people, is indeed his greateft glory. 
That he may long continue the King of a 
free people, is the fecond wifh that animates 
my heart. The firft is, that the people

1 N ttiy laft letter I offered you 
my opini©n of the truth and propriety of his 
Majefty's anfwer to the city of London, con- 
fiderijng it merely as the fpeech of a minifter, 
drawn up in his own defence, and delivered, 
as ufual, by the chief magiftrate. I would 
feparate, as much as pofiible, the King's 
perfonal charadcr and behaviour from the 
ads of the prefent government. I wifli it iky 
be underftood that his Majefty had in cffeft 
no more concern in the fubftance of what he 
faid, than Sir James Hodges had in the re- 
monftrance, and that as Sir James, in virtue 
of his office, was obliged to fpeak the fenti- 
ments of the people, his Majefty might think 
himfelf bound, by the fame official obliga- 
tion, to give a gracef ul^tterance to the fenti- 
ments of his minrfter. The cold formalitv 

cif 
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of a well repeated leflbn is widely diftant 
from the animated expreffion of the heart. 

Tjais diftlnclion, however, i» only true 
with refpeft to tbe«ieafure itfelf. The conr- 
fcquences of it reach beyond the minifter> 
mtd materially affedt his Majefty's honour. 
In their own nature they are fprn^idable 
enough to alarm a man of prudence, and dijP- 
' graceful enough to afH«6l a man of fpirit. A 
fubjcfl, whofe fincere attachment to his Ma- 
jefty's perfon and family is founded upon 
rational principles, will not, in the prefent 
conjun&ure, be fcrupulQus of alarming, or 
even of affliding his Sovereign. I know 
there is another fort of loyalty, of which his 
'Majefty has had plentiful experience.. When 
the loyalty of Tories, Jacobites, and Scotch- 
fioen, has once taken pofTei&on of an unhappy 
Prince, it feldom leaves him without accom- 
pliOiing his deftrucSion. When the poifon 
q( their doctrines has tainted the natural bene- 
volence of bis difpofition j when their iriiidi^ 
ous Gounfcls have corrupted the Jlamina of 
his government, what antidote can r^ftoj:e 
him to his political health and honour, but 
the fira> fuicerity of hfl Englifh fubjecls ? «.

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It has not been ufu4 in .this' country, ^l 
leaft fince the [days of Charles the firft, tp 
fee the (bvereign perfonally at variance, or 
engaged in a dire(£l alteroidon witH his fubr 
jefts. Afts of grace and indulgence ar? 
wifely appropriated to hiiP) and fliould con* 
ftantly be performed by hipfifelf. He i|ev(^ 
jihould appear but in ah amiable light to hi$ 
fufaj/sAs. Even in France, as long as any 
ideas of a limited monarchy were thought 
worth prefenring, it was a tpaxim, that no 
man fiiould leave the royal prefence dtfcon- 
tented. They h^ve loft or renounced the 
moderate principles of tiieir goternment, 
and now, when their pariiaments venture tt> 
remonftrate, the tyrant coipes forwaitl, and 
anfwer's abfplntely for himfelf. The fpirlt 
of their prefent conftitution jvquires that 
the King flioald be feared, and the principte, 
I believe, i$ tolerably fiipported by tht 
faft. But, in pUr political fyftem, ^e theory 
is at variance with the pnuSbice, for the King 
Ihouid be beloved. Meafures of greater feve^- 
ritjr may, ind<?e4, in fome circunift^ncca!, 
%e necelfary j but the minifter who advifes, 
fbould take the execution and odiupa of them 
entirely jupon himfelf. IJe npt only betrays his 
mafter, but violate^ the fplrit 9f the Engljfl)

Whea 
his Majefty bad taken fo decifive a part in 
fupport of his miniftry and parliament, ht 
had a right to exped from them a reciprocal' 
demonftration of firmncfs in their own caufe^ 
and of their zeal for his honour. I^e hadt 
feafon to expefl (and fuch, T doiiht not, 
were the bluftering promifes of tprd Norths 
that the perfons, ^ivhom he had beeti advifed 
to charge with having failed iri their refpcSi 
to him', with haying injured parKament, and 
violated the principles of the conftttutioni 
fliould not have been permitted t6 elbape 
without fome fever6 marks of the difplcafure 
aiiidf vengeance of parlianient.

As a man of fpirit, -his Majettj^ 
eannot but be fenfible, th^t the loJFty terms^- 
in which he was perfuaded ^o reprimand the 
city, when imited with the filly condufion 
df the bufineft, refembl* the pomp of a raock- 
tr^gedy, where the moft pathetic fentiments^ 
iftnd even the fufferings of the hero are calcfu-^ 
lifted for derifion. 

SucM has been the boafted firmnefs «id 
hinfiftency of* a ihtnjfter, * whofe appear-^ 
ancein the houfe of commons was thou^t 
cflential to the King's fervice 5— whofe pre- 
fence was tot influence every division ; — who 
had a voice to perfuade, an eye to penetrate, 
agefture to command. The reputation of 
thefe great qualities has been fatal to his 
friends. The little dignity of Mri Ellis 
has beencomjnitted. The mine was funk ^ — 
combuftiWes .provided, and Welbore Elli%* 
the Guy Faux of the fable, waited only for 
the fignal of command. All of a fudden

I DO not mean to exprefi tl^e ' imalleft 
itnxiety for the minifter's reputation.

TO THE PRINTER OF THE PUBLIC AD- 
VERTISER* 

SIR, 2S. May lyjOu 

W H I L E pari lament was 
fitting, it would neither have beeq fafe, n 
perhaps quite regular, to offer any opinion t 
the public, upon the juftice or wifdom of 
their proceedings. To pronounce fairly 
upon their conduft, it was neceffary to wait 
3 until 
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until we couM confider, in one view, the be- 
ginning, progrefs, and conclufion of their 
deliberations. The cauft of the public was 
undertaken and fupported by men, whofe 
abilities and united authority, to fay nothing 
of the advantageous ground they ftood on, 
might well be thought fufficient to determine 
a popular queftion in favour of the people. 
Neither was the houfe of commons fo abfo- 
krtily engaged in defence of the miniftry, or 
even of their own refolutions, but that they 
might have paid fome decent regard to the 
known 4ifpo(ttion of their conftituenti, and, 
without any difhonour to their finnnef8,might 
have retraSied an opinion too haftily adopted, 
when they faw the alarm it had created, and 
how ftrongly it was oppbfed by the general 
fenfe of the nation. The miniftry too would 
have confulted their own immediate intereft, 
in making fome conceiiion fatisfadory to the 
moderate part of the people. Without touch- 
ing the fa£):, they might have confented ta 
guard againft, or give up the' dangerous -prin- 
ciple, on which it was eftabliihed. In this 
ftate of things, I think it was highly impro- 
bable at the beginning of the feffion, that 
the compkints of the people upon a matter, 
which, in ihcir, ^pprehenfipn at leaft, imme- 

diately 
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. diately pSefled the life of the conftitution, 
would be treated with as much cdntempt by 
their own re^reftntatives, and by the hovtfb 
of lords^ a$ they had been by the other branch 
^ of the' legiilature. Defpairing of their in- 
tegrity, we had a right to expeft fomething 
Irom their prudence, and fomething from 
their fears* The Dtike of Graftoa certainly 
i'xd not forefee to what an extent the cormp*- 
tion of a parliament might be carried. He 
thought, perhaps, that theie was ftill fotec 
: fyortion of ihame or \tirtue left in the majority 
• of the houfe of commons, or that there was 
. a line in public proftitution, beyond which 
they would fcruple to proceed. Had the 
young man been a little more prafti fed in the 
•world, or had he ventured to meafure the cha- 
xaftcrs of oth?r men^ by his ov/n, he would 
jiot have been fo eafi{y difcouraged. 

The prorogation of parliament naturally 
^-calls upon us to review their proceedings, 
and t^ coniider the condition in which they 
.have left the kingdom. I do not queftion 
<:-l)U(t they have done what is ufually called the 
•King's bufij»efe, much to his Majetty's h^ 
tisfjuStion* Wehav5only to lament, that, 
^- m confequence of a fyftcm introduced or re- 
vived

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Vivcd in the prefent reign, this kind of merit 
&Ott}d be vo*/ confiftent with the negleS of 
ewTj duty they owe to the nation. The in* 
tewal 4>etwccn the opening of the luft and 
^lofe of the fiH-mer feffion was longer than 
ufvaA. Whatever were the views of the mi- 
-Hiftet in deferring the meeting of parliasient, 
fufficient time was certainly given Xo every 
member of the houfe of commons, to look 
hsck upon the fteps he had taken, and the 
'Confec|uences they had pro -need.. The teal 
of party, the vidcnce ,of pcrfonal animofities,. 
and the heat ofccmtention had feifureto fub-- 
tde. From that period, whatever TcToltttion 
Dhcy took was dtJiberate and prepenfe. In 
Ae preceding feffion, the dependente of the 
iffyiniftry had -afied^ed to believe. Ant the final 
idetermrnation of t^ qiiefli on wouM have fa- 
ttsfied t^ nation^ or at leaft pot a flop to 
€h4»r complaints $ as if tflve certatfity of an 
«va could djminifli the fenfe of it,'or the na- 
* ttire of injuftice could be altered by ^iecifion. 
But they found the people of England were 
ift a temper very diftant from fubmiflion ; 
and, atlffeough. it was contended that the houfo 
of commons could not themfelves reverfe a

The Jioufe o£ 
loi^s^fnight interpofe ^-^-the King might dif* 
("plye the parliament ; — or, if every other re- 
fpVircefailed^ there ftill lay a grand conftitu* 
tjonal writ of error, in behalf of the pcopkt 
froixi the deciilon of one court to the wi^f- 
dcm of the whole legiflature. Every one of 
thefe remedies has been fucc<^ilively attempt- 
ed. The people performed tieir part with, 
dignity, .fpirit,. and perfeverance. For Imanjr 
moitths hU Majefiy heard nothing from hhk 
people but jthe language of complaint and re-, 
fentment 5— unhappily for this country, it 
vras the d^ly. triumph of his courtiers that .J^ 
heard it^withan Indifference approaching t^ 
contempt. 

The faoufd of commons having afiiimed a 
power unkAown to the conftitutlon, wtrc 
determined no^ «[ierely tp fuppoft it lathe 
iingle inftance in queftion, but to maintain 
the do£lrine in its utmoft extent, and to 
- • - cftab- 
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iBhTdh \he h^St'SLi « precedent in Tnf^ tiy be 
applied in Whatever maimer his Mijeft^y 
fervants fliould hereafter thinlc fit. Their 
proceedings upon this occafion are a ftrong 
proof that a tiedfion, in the firfl inftance flic- 
gal and unjitft, can only be fupported by a 
icontmuation of falfebood and rnjuftice. . To 
fupport thdr fbrmclr re (blutions, they i^rtrt 
obliged to violate feme of the beft known 
and eftablilhed rules of* the houfe. In one 
mftance they went fo far as to declare, in 
open defiance of tmth and common fenfe, 
that it was not the rule of tKe houfe to di- 
vide a tomplicaved queftioti, at the requeft 
of a member ♦. But after trampling updtt 
Jtm laws of the land, it was not wonderful 
thit'tKey. ftiduld tre^t the private regulational 
of their oM^n afiembly with equal difregat^. 
Thtf rpetdcer^ being young* in office, begair

Their right 
to defend the conftitution againft an in- 
croachment of the other eftate§, and the ne- 
ceffity of exerting it at this period, was urged 
to them with every argument, that cotild be 
fuppofed to influence the heart or the uncjer- 
ilanding. But it foon appeared/ that they 
had already taken their part, and were deter-

We may well conchide> that the 
lords would hardly have yielded fo much to 
che other boirfe, without the certainty of a 
compenfation, <which can only be made to 
them at the expence of the people ♦.

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did their friends. They reciprocalljr facri-

Through the whole prdkcedings of the 
houfe of commons in this fe^n, there is an 
apparent, a palpable confcibufnefs of guilt, 
which has prevented their daring to aflert 
their own dignity, where it has been imme- 
diately and grofsly attacked. In the courfe 
of Do&cft Mufgrave's exanrination, bt ikid 
every thing that can be conceived mortify- 
ing to individuals, or offend ve to the houfe.

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their own vindication, becaufe the enquiry 
would have been fatal to Colonel Burgoyne^ 
and the Duke of Grafton.

Why did they not 
immediately expel thofe reftaSory members I 
Confcious of the motives, on which they h^d, 
a6led^ they prudently preferred infamy to 
danger, and we^e better prepared to meet the 
contempt, than, to rouze the indignation of 
the whole people. Had they expelled thofe 
five members, the confequcnces of tlje new 
doiSrinc of incapacitation- would have come 
immediately home to every man. The truth . 
of it would then have been fairly tried, with,- . 
out any reference to. Mr. Wilkes's private 
charadier, or the dignity of the houfe, or the 
obftinacy of one particular county. Thefe 
topics, I know, have had their weight with. 
men, who affeding a chara<fter of modera- 
tion, in reality confult nothing but their 
own immediate eafe ;-7-who are weak enough 
to acquiefce under a flagrant violation of the 

lava's, 
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laws, when it does not direftly touch thcm- 
felves, and care not what injuftice is praftifed 
upon a man, whofe moral charafter they 
.pioufly think thecafelves obliged to condemn. 
In any other circumftances, the houfe of 
•commons muft have forfeited all credit and 
dignity, if, after firch grofs provocation, 
they had permitted thofe five gentlemen to 
•fit any longer among them. We'fhould then 
have {e^n and felt the operation of a prece- 
dent, which is rcprefented to be perfeftly bar- 
ren and harmlefs. But there is a fet of men 
in this country, whofe underftandings mea- 
fure the violation of law, by the magnitude 
•of the inftance, not by the important confe- 
guences, which flow direSly from the prin- 
ciple, and the minifter, I prefuipe, did not 
think it fafe to quicken -their apprehenfions 
too foon. Had Mr. 'Hampden reafoned and 
a6ted like the moderate men of thcfe days, in- 
?ftead of hazarding his whole fortune in a 
Jaw-fuit with the crown, he would have 
quietly paid the twenty fhillings demanded df 
him, — the'Stuart family would probably ha^ 
continued upon the throne, and, at this mo- 
4nent, the impofition of Ihip-money wotiW 
H 3 have 
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have been an acknowledged prerogative of 
the crown. 

What then has been the bufinefs cf the 
feflion, after voting the fuppHes, and confirm- 
ing the determination of the Middlcfex elecr 
tion ? The extraordinary prorogation of the 
Irifh parliament, and the juft difcontents of that 
kingdom, have been paffed by without notice. 
Neither the general fituation of our Colonies, 
nor that particular diftrefs which forced the 
inhabitants of Bofton to take up arms in 
their defence, have been thought worthy of a 
moment's confideration. In the repeal of 
thofe adls, which were moft offenfive to 
America, the parliament have done every 
thing, but remove the offence. They have 
relinguifhed the revenue, but judiciouily 
taken care to preferve the contention. It is 
not pretended that the continuation of the tea 
duty is to produce any dircSt benefit whatfo- 
ever to the mother country. What is it then 
but an odious, unprofitable exertion of a fpe- 
^ulative right, and fixing a badge of flavery 
upon the Americans, without fervice to their 
inafters ? But it has pleafed God to give us 

ami- 
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« miniftry and a parliament, who are neither 
to be perfuadcd by argument, nor inftrudcJ 
by experience. 

Lord North, I prefome, will not claim 
an extraordinary merit from any thing he has 
<lone this jrear in the improvement or appli- 
cation of the revenue. A great operation, 
direded to an important objedl, though it 
ihould fail of fuccefs, marks the genius and 
elevates the ^haraSer of a minifter. A poor 
contraded underftanding deals in little 
Schemes, which difhonour htm if they fail, 
and do him no credit when they fuccecd. 
Lord North had fortunately the means ih his 
poiTeffion of reducing all the four per cents at 
once. The failure of his firft enterprize in 
. finance is not half fo difgraceful to his repu- 
tation as a minifter, as the enterprize itfelf ia 
injurious to the public. Inftead of ftriking 
one decifive blow, which would have cleared 
the market at once, upon terms proportioned 
to the price of the four per cents fix weeks 
ago, he has tampered with a pitiful portion 
of a commodity, which ought never to have 
been touched but in grofs ;«— he has given 
notice to the holders of that ftock, of a de- 
fign formed by government to prevail upon 
H 4 them 
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them to furircnder it byd^rees, jcaa&qU^^ 
ly has warned them to hold up and inhancc 
the price ; — fo that the plan pf reducing tl^ 
four per cents muft either be dropped entirely, 
.or continued with an increafing 'difadviantage 
,to the public. The minifter's fegaci^ty has 
ferved to raife the value of the ^i»g. hemeans 
to purchafe, and to fink that of the three per 
cents, which it is his puj^pofe to fell. In 
cfFeft, he has contrived to make it the iritercS 
of the proprietor of four per cents to, fell out 
and buy three .per cents in the maiket, rather 
than iubfcribe his ftock upon any terms^ that 
oan.p6ffibIy be oiFeired by government. 

The -ftate of the nation leads us naturally 
to Gortfider the fituation of the King. . The 
prorogationdf parliamenthas theeffibftof a 
temporaiy diflblutian. The odium of niea- 
fures .adapted hy the coUeftive body fits 
lightly upon ihe feparate members, Who 
Gompofed it. Th^ retire imo fiiromer 
quarters, and 'reft rfrom t)ic difgra^eful'la- 
boiirs of the campaign. iJut as for the ,86- 
vereign, it is notfo with him. Jfe has a per- 
manent exiftence m this country 5 "ffe can- 
not withdraw ^hinifclf from the-complaints, 

the 
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-tlK difcontents, the reproaches of his fub- 
je&s. They purfue him to his retirement, 
and invade his domettic happinefs, when no 
addrefs can be obtained from an obfequious 
parliament to encourage or confole him. In 
other times, the intercft of the King and 
.people of -Ei^land was, as it ought to be^ 
entirely the .fame. A new fyflem has not 
only been adopted in faft, but profefted upon 
principle. Minifters are no longer the pub-. 
Jic fervants of the ftate, but the private do- 
meftics of the Sovereign. * One particular 
clafs of men are permitted to call themfelves 
the King's friends, as if the body of the peo- 
ple were the King's enemies j or a-j if liis 
Majelly looked for a refource or confolation, 
in the attachment of a few favourites, againft 
the general contempt and detection of his 
fubjed^s. Edward, and 'Richard the fecond, 
made the fame diftindlion between the col- 
lective body of the people, and a contemptible 
. party who furrounded the throne. The event

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of their miftaken condu£k might have been a 
warning to their fucceffors. Yet the error? 
of thofe princes were not without excufe. 
They had as many falfe friends, as our prc«- 
fent gracious Sovereign, and infinitely greater 
temptations to fediice them . They were nei- 
ther fober, religious, nor demure. Intoxicated 
with pleafiire, they wafted their inheritaftce 
in purfuit of it. Their lives were like a rapid 
torrent, brilliant jn profpedl, though ufelefs 
or dangerous in its courfe. In the dull, un- 
animated exiftence of other princes, we fee 
nothing but a fickly, ftagnant water, which 
taints the atmofphere without fertilizing the 
foil. — The morality of a King is not to be 
meafured by vulgar rules. His fituation is 
fingular. There are faults which do him 
honour, and virtues that difgrace him. A 
fauklefs, infipid equality in his charader, is 
neither capable of vice nor virtue in the ex- 
treme ; but it fecures his fubmiilion to thofe 
perfons, whom he has been accuftomed to 
refpeft, and makes him a dangerous inftru- 
ihent of their ambition. Secluded from the 
world, attached from his infancy to one fet 
•f perfons, and one fet of ideas, he can nei- 
ther open his heart to new connexions, nor 

his 
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his mind to better ipformation. A chara<Ser 
of this fort is the foil fitteft to produce that 
obfcinate bigotry in politics and religion^ 
which begins with a meritorious facrifice of 
the underftanding, and finally conduib the 
monarch and the martyr to the block. 

At any other period, I doubt not, the fcan- 
daloas diforders, which have been introduced 
into the government of all the dependencies 
in the Empire, would have rouzed the atten- 
tion of the public. The odious abufc and 
proftitution of the prerogative at home, — the 
unconftitutiohal employment of the military, 
— the arbitrary fines and commitments by the 
houfe of lords, and court of king's bench -, — 
the mercy of a chafte and pious Prince ex- 
tended chearfully to a wilful murderer, be- 
caufc that murderer is the brother of a com- 
mon proftitute *, would, I thrnk, at any other 
time, have excited univerfal indignation. 
But the daring attack upon the conftitution, 
in the Middlefex eledlion, makes us callous 
and indifferent to inferior grievances. Nd 
man regards an eruption upon the furfacc, 
when the noble parts are invaded, and h«

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feels a mortification approaching to his heart. 
The free eleftion of our reprefentatives in 
parliament comprehends, becaufe it is, the 
fource and fecurity of every right and privilege 
oftheEnglifli nation. The miniftry have 
realifed the compendious ideas of Caligula. 
They know that the liberty, the laws, and 
property of an Engliihman have io truth bat 
one neck, and that to violate the freedom of 
election ft rikes deeply at them all.

MY LORD, 22. Aug. 1770. 

iVlR. Luttrell's fervices wore 
the chief flipper t and ornament of the Duke 
of Grafton's adminiftration. The honour of 
rewarding tliem was referved for your Lord- 
iiitp. The Duke, it feems, had contracted 
an obligation -he was afhamed to acknowledge, 
and unable to acquit. You, my Lord, had 
no fcruples. You accepted the fticceiSon 
with -all its incumbrances, and have paid Mr. 
Lattrell his legncy, at the hazard of ruining 
the eftate. When 
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When this accompUflied youth declared 
fcimfelf the champion ^of government, th^ 
world was bufy in enquiring what honours* 
or emoluments couJd be a fufflcient recom— 
pence, to a young man of his rank and for- 
tune, for fubmitting to mark his entrance 
into life with the univerfal contempt and dc- 
teftation of his^ country. -—His noble father 
had not been fa precipitate.— -To vacate his 
featin'parliament ^ — to intrude upon a coutiif 
in which he had no intereft or connexion ; — 
to pofTefs himfelf of another man's right, and 
to maintain it in defiance of public (hame as 
well asjuftlce, befpoke a degree of zeal or of 
depravity, which all the favour of a pious- 
Prince could hardly requite. I proteft, my 
Lord, there is in this young man's conduS:, 
a ftrain of proftitution, which, for its iii\^ 
gularity, 1 cannot but admire. He has dif- 
covered a new line in the human charader^ 
— he has degraded even ihe name of Luttreil^ 
and gratified his father's moft fanguine ex- 
pectations. 

The Duke of Grafton, v/ith every poffiblc 
difpofition to patronife this kind of merit, 
was contented with pronouncing Colonel

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, Luttrell's panegyric. The gallant fpirit, the 
difinterefted zeal of the young adventurer, 
were ecchoed through the houfe of lords. 
His Grace rejjipatcdly pledged himfelf tothe 
houfe, as an evidence cf the purity 5f his 
friend Mr. Luttreirs intentions 5 — that he 
liad engaged without any prbfpeft of pergonal 
benefit, and that the idea of compenfation 
would mortally offend him*.

The honour ofng^mn ahi 
the rights of mj people are deeply affe^ei. The 
Spaniard, in his reply, fays, Igiveyou haei 
pojfejftoriy hut I adhere to my claim of prior rights 
referving ibe ajfertion of it for a mdrefavourabk 
opportunity. 

The fpeech fays, / made an immediate de^ 
ntand of fati$fa£tiony and^ if that fails y I am 
prepared to do myfelfjujiice. This immediate 
demand muft have l>een fent to Madrid on the 
42th of September, or in a few days after* 
It was ccrtkinly refufed, or evaded, and the 
King has^ not done himfcif juftice. — ^When 
the firft magiftrate fpeaks to the nation, fome 
care fhould be taken of his apparent veracity. 

The ^eech proceeds to fay, / fluill not 
difcontinue my preparations until 1 have received 
proper reparation for the injury. If this aflU- 
jance may be relied on, what an enormous 
.expence is entailed, fine die^ upon this un- 
. happy country ! Reftitution of a poffeffion^ 
and reparation of an injury are as different in 
fubftance, as they are in language. Th6 
very aft of reftitution may contain, as la 
this inftance it palpably does, a fliMieful

"No, Sir, if 
any ideas of ftrife or hoftHity havecnterdd 
his royal fntnd^ they have a very different di* 
rodion. The enemies of England have no- 
thing td'fear from them. 

After all, Sir, to vi^hatkind of difavowal 
has th« King of Spain at laft confented ? Sttp- 
pofing it made in proper time, it fliould have 
been accompanied with inftant reftitution ; , 
and if Mr." Bucarelli aded without orders, 
he deferved death. Now, Sir, inftead of 
immediate reft.tution, we have a four months

* The whole plan of Junius^ letter proves 
tSiat he himielf makes no diftindion between 
the real honour of the crown and the real in- 
tereft of the people.

We cannot 
hinder their dtfertion, but vrt can prevent- 
th^ttr carrying over their amia to the fervice 
of the enemy.— It will be faid, that I begin .. 
with endeavouring to reduce the argument 
concerning privilege to a mere queftion of 
convenience ;-^that I deny at one moment 
vfrhat I would allow at another ; and that to 
refift the- power of a proftitutcd houfe of 
commons may eftablrfii a precedent injurious^ 
1 to 
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tq all future parliaments. — To this I onfvrer 
generally, that human affairs are in no in- 
liance governed by ftrift pofitive right. If 
chauige of circumftances were to have no' 
weight in dire^ing our condu£l and opini- 
Ofis, the mutual intercourfe of mankind 
would be nothing more than a contention 
l>ctwcen pofitive and equitable right. Socfe- 
tj would be a ftatc of war, and law itfelf 
would be injuftice. On this general ground^ 
it is highly reafonable, that the degree of our 
fubraiffion to privileges, which haVe never 
been defined by any pofitive law, (hould be 
confidered as a <)ueftion of convenience, and 
proportioned to the confidence we repofe in 
the integrity of our reprefentatives. As to . 
the injury we may do to any future and more 
lefpedlable houfe of commons, I own I am' 
not now fanguine enough to expeft a more 
plentiful harveft of parliamentary virtue m- 
one year than another. Our political cli- 
mate is feverely altered ; and, without dwcU 
ling upon the depravity of modern times, I 
think no reafonable man will expedt that, as*^ 
human nature is conflituted, the enormous in-:. 
fluence of the crown fliould ceafe to prevail 
ever the virtue of individuals. ' The mifchief 
Mz^ too deep, to^ be cured by any remedy, leis 
^ ' ' - than 
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^'than fomc great convulfion, which may cither 
carryback the conftitulion to its original prin- 
ciples^ or utterly deftroy it. I do not doubt 
' that^ in the firft feffion after the next eleSion, 
fome popular meafures may be adopted. The 
prefent houfe of commons have injured tbws- 
feives by a too early and public profeflion of 
Aeir principles ; and if a ftrain of pr-oftitu- 
tion, which had no ^xample, were within 
the reach of emulation, it might be impru- 
dent to hazard the experiment too foon. Bat 
^fter. all, Sir, it is very immaterial whether 
a houfe of commons fliall prcferve their vir- 
tue for a week, a month, or a year. The 
influence, which makes a feptennial parlia. 
Ment. dependent upon the pleafure of the 
crown, has a permanent operation, and caur 
not fail of fuccefs. — My premifes, I know, 
.will be denied in argument, but every man'f 
confcience tells him they are true. It rer 
mains then to be confidercd, whether it hf 
for the intereft of the people that 'privilege 'pf 
parliament (which *, in refpecft to the pur- 
' pcfes, for which it has hitherto been ac-

rant illegal^ and difcharges the prifoner. 
Does the law provide no legal means for in- 
forcing a legal warrant ? Is there no regular 
proceeding pointed out in our law books to 
afiert and vindicate the authority of fo high 
a court as the houfeof commons? Thequef- 
tioHi is anfwered direftly by the faft. Their 
unlawful commands are refifted, and they 
have no remedy. The imprifonment of their 
own members is revenge indeed, but it is 
no affertion of the privilege they contend for*. 
Their whole proceeding ftops, and there they 
ftand, aihamed to retreat, and unable to ad^ 
vance. Sir, thefe ignorant men fhould be in-

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For the reft, there is no colour of palliation 
or excufe. They have advifed the King to 
refume a power of difpenfing with the laws

SIR, 22. Mayy 1771. 

V ERY early in the debate 
upon the decifion of the Middlefex eledlion, 
it was well obferved by Junius^ that the houfe 
of commons had not only exceeded their 
boafted precedent of the expullion and fub- 
fequent incapacitation of Mr. Walpole, but 
that they had not even adhered to it ftridly 
as far as it went. After convicting Mr, Dy* 
fon of giving a falfe quotation from the jour- 
nals, and having explained the purpofe, which 
that contemptible fraud was intended to. an- 
fwer, he proceeds to ftate the vote itfeif, Ijy 
which Mr. Walpole's fuppofed incapacity 
was declared, — viz. <« Refolved, That Ro- 
*« bert Walpole, Efq; having been this feffion 
<< of parliament committed a prifoner to the 
** Tower, and expelled this houfe for a high 
<* breach of truft in the execution of his of- 
<< fice, and notorious corruption when.'fecre.- 
« tary at war, was and is incapable of being 

« clefted 
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' «< elected a member to ferve in this prefent 

«< parliament/" And then obferves that, 

from the terms of the vote, we have no right 
to annex the incapacitation to the expuljion 
only, for that, as the propofition ftands, it 
muft arifc equally frotn the expulfion and the 
commitment, to the Tower. I believe. Sir, 
no man, who knows any thing of dialedlics, 
or who underftands Englifh, will difpute 
the truth and feirnefs of this conftrudlion. 
But Junius has a great authority to fup- 
port him, which, to fpeak with the Dukp 
of Grafton, I accidentally met with this 
morning in the courfe of my reading. It 
contains an admonition, which cannot be 
repeated too often. Lord Sommers, in his 
Excellent traft upon the rights of the people, 
after reciting the votes of the convention, of 

the 28th of January, 1689, viz. « That 

«* King James the Second, having endea- 
** voured to fubvert the conflitution of this 
*< kingdom by breaking the original contraft 
'^ between King and people ; and by the ad- 
«vice of jefuits and other wicked perfons 
«* having violated the fundamental laws, and 
*< having withdrawn himfelf out of this king-

a; — makes this obfervatiob upon it. *' The

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<« word abdicated relates to all the cku(c' 
<^ aforegoing, 2^ wcU as to his deferting the 
*' kingdom, or elfe they would have been 
*« wholly in vain/' And that there might 
be no pretence for confining the abdication 
merely to the withdrawing^ Lord Sommei;s 
farther obferves^ That King James^ by refu^-^ 
ftng to govern us according to that law<, by which 
be held the crowfty did implicitly renounce bis 
title to it. , 

If Juniu/s conftruftion of the vote againft 
Mr. Walpole be now admitted, (s^nd indeed 
I cannot comprehend hoW it can honeftly be 
difputed) the advocates of the houfe of com-

Yet 1 arti 
fo far a moderate man, that \ verify bdievfe 
Che majority of the houfe of commons, when 
they paffed this dangerous vote, neither un- 
derftood the queftion, nor knew the confe- 
quence rf what they weft doing. Their mo- 
tives were rather defpicable than criminal in 
fh« €Xttc»»e, On6 cffe<a they certainly tfid 
not forefee. They arc now reduced to fuch 
a fituation, that if a member of the prefent 
houfe- of commons were to cond4i4): hi^^felf 
(ever fo improperiy, and in f eSfelity deferve to 
be fent back to his conftitueat6 with a mark 
pi difgrace, they would not dare to expel 
him ; becaufe they know that th^^poople, in 
order to try again the groat queftion of rights 
x>x to thwart an odious houfe of commons, 
would probably overlook his immediate un- 
worthifiefs, and return tlie fame perfon to 
pyJiament. — But, in time^ the precedent 
j^ifl gain ftrength. A future houfe of com- 
mons will have no fuch apprehenfions, con- 
iequently will n^t fcruple to follow a prece- 
dent^ which they did not eftablift. The 
mlfer himfelf feldom lives to enjoy the fruit

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of his extortion ; but his heir fucceeck^to^hiin' 
of coutfe, and takes poflefiion without cen-^ 
fure. No maa expe<^s him to make refti-* 
tution, and no matter for his title, he lives 
quietly upon the eftate.

he allows it in.fuch contempts as immediatdy 
interrupt their proceedings, or, as Mr. Noye 
exprelTes it, falling out in their view in par-' 
Uament. 

They, who would carry the privil^es of 
parliament farther than Juniusy cither do not 
mean well to the public, or know not what 
they are doing. The government of Eng- 
land is a government of law. We betray 
ourfelves, we contradiS th« fpirit of our 
laws, and we fhake the whole fyftem ofEngr 
lUh jurifprudence, whenever we intruft adif- 
crctionary power over the life^ liberty, or for- 
tune of the fubjed, to any man, or kt of meti 
whatfover, upon a prefumption that it will 
not beabufed.

SIR, 31. July, 1771. 

Y OU have difappointed me. 
When I told you that furmife and general 
abufe, in however elegant language, ought 
not to pafs for proofs, I evidently hinted at 
the reply which I expeiSed : but you have 
dropped your ufual elegance, and feem wil- 
ling to try what will be the effed of furmife 
and general tibufe in very coarfc language.

1 APPEAL 
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I APPEAL to the common-fenfe of tlie pub- 
lic, to which I have ever direfted myfelf : I 
believe they have it, though I am fometlmes 
half-inclincd to fufpeft that Mr. Wilkes has 
formed a truer judgment of mankind than I 
have. However of this I am fare, that there 
is nothing elfe upon which to place a fteady 
reliance. Trick, and low cunning, and ad- 
dreffing their prejudices and paffions, may be 
the fitteft means to carry a particular point ;

— This 
is the very extremity of faftion, and the 
laft degree of political wickednefs. Be- 
caufe Lord Chatham has been ill-treated by 
the King and treacheroufly betrayed by the 
Dakc of Grafton, the latter is to be « the 
pillow on which Junius will reft his refent- 
menf ;" and the pubMc are to oppofe th^ 
mcafures of gdvernment from mere motives 
of peribnal enmity to the Sovereign !— Thefe

duty I owe to the memory of the Jate Mr. 
3cckford to fay, that he had no other aim 
than this when he provided that fumptuous 
entertainment at the Manfion-hQufe for the 
members of both houfes in oppofition.

ment, which he gave to me with a requeft 
that I would couch* it in terms fo cautious

which all others can aiFord no iecurity. The 
embaradTment no doubt was cruel. He had

— That parliament may review the 
aAs of minifters is unqueftionable ; but there 
is a wide difference between faying that the 
crown has a Ugal power, and, that minifters 
may aft at their peril. When we fay an ad 
k iUegaLi we mean that it & forbidden by a 
joint rc&Iution of the three eftates. How % 
fubfequent refolution of two of tSioft 
branches can make it Ugal at initio, will re- 
quire explanation. If it could, the confer 
quence would be truly dreadful, efpecially in 
^fe times. There is no a£^ of arbitrary 
power, which the King might not attribute 
to mcepty^ and for which he would not be 
fecure of obtaining the approbation of his 
proftituted lords and commons.

oP. Junius did never fay that Lord Mans- 
field had dejiroyed the liberty of the prefs.' 
*^ That his lordlhip has laboured to dejlroy^ — 
•« diat his do£lrihe is an attack upon the li- 
" berty of the prefs, — that it is an invajion ot 
« the right of juries," are the propofitions 
maintained by jfunius. His opponents never 
anfwerhim in point, for they never meet him 
fairly upon his own ground. 

3^; Lord Mansfield"^ policy, in endeavbur- 
ing to fcreen his uncofiftitutional dodiitines 
behind an aft of the legiflature, is eafily un- 
derftood, — Let every Ehglifhman ftand upon 
his guard; — the right of juries to return tl 
general verdift, in all cafes whatfoever, is a 
part of our conftitution.

LETTER LXIV. 

2. NoveTftbeTj 1771. 

W E are defired to make the 
fcdlowing declaration, in behalf. of Juniusj 
upon three material points, on which his opi- 
nion haslieen miftakeji) or mifreprefented. 

I®. Junim confidcrs the right of taxing the 
colonies, by an ad of the Britifh Legiflature, 
as 9,Jpeculative right merely, never to be «f- 
^ed^ nor ever to htrmounctd. To A/ j judg- 
ment it appears plain, *^ That the general

unfair and unneceiTary, Junius feels and 

acknowledges 
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acknowledges the evil in the moft exprefs 
terms, and will fliew himfelf ready to concur 
in any rational plan, that may provide for the 
liberty of the individual,without hazardingthc 
fafety of the community. At the fame time, 
he expefts that the evil, fuch as it is, be not 
exaggerated or mifreprefented. In general, 
it is not unjuft that, when the rich man con- 
tributes his wealth, th^poor man fliould ferve 
the ftate in perfon j-— otherwife the latter con- 
tributes nothing to. the defence of that law 
and conftitution, from which he demands 
fafety and proteftion. But the queftion does 
not lye between rich and poor. The laws of 
England make no fuch diftinftions. Neither 
is it true that the poor man is torn from the 
care and fupport of a wife and family, hclplcfs 
Without him. The fingle qaeftion is, whether 
tYi^feaman'^^ in times of pul)Iic danger, fhall 
ferve the merchant or tlie ftate, in thatpro- 
feflion to which he was bred, and by the ex- 
ercife of which alone he can honeftly fupport 
himfelf and his family. — ^General arguments 
agatnft the do6irine of neceffity^ and the dan- 
gerous ufe that may be made of it, are of no

"height in this particular ca(e« Neu^y ia^ 
eludes the idea ofiineviiahle. Whenever it i» 
i<s^ it creates a law> to which allj^^if/Wlaws^ 
and all fojitive rights muft give way. . In tbit 
fenfe the levy of Jbip-money by the King's war- 
rant was not necejfaryy becauft the buiinefs 
might have been ^s well or better done bjr 
parliament. If the do&rine, maintained by 
yunius^ be confined within this limitation, ft 
will go but very little vi^y in fuppart of ar- 
ibitrary power. That the King is to jndge pF 
the occafion, is no objedlion, unl^fs we are 
told bow it can poffibly be otherwife. There 
sire other inftances, not lefs important in the 
exercife nor lefs dangerous in the abufe^^ia 
which the conftitution relies entirely.uppn the 
King's j udgmcnt.

Having faithfully ftated* the feveral zQts 
of parliament relative, to bail in crtminai 
cafes, it may be ufeful to the reader to tak?e 
fi fliort, hiftorical review of the law of haili 
through its various gradations and impfove- 
ments. • ...» 

By the ancient commoa law, before aad 
Ance the conqtieft, a}l felonies were Jhailabi^, 
^ill murder was excepted by ftatiit^, (o that 
perfons might be admitted to ha^]^ b^one 
convidlion, almoll in every cafe. Xhe fta- 
tute ti Weftpoiniter fays that, before that 
* • ^ time. 
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ttmc, it had not been detennined, which of- 
fences were replevifable, and whkh werenot^ 
whether by the common writ de homine nph- 
giandd^ or ix officio by the Sheriff. It is ve- 
ry remarkable thai the abufes ar}fing from 
dii$ unlfanited power of replevy, dreadful as 
they were and deftruftive to the peace of ft)- 
^icty, were not correfted or taken notice of 
by the legiflature, until the commons of the 
kingdom had obtained a ihare in it by their 
rcpreftntatives j but )the houfe of commons 
hid fcarcc begun to exift, when thcfe for- 
midable abufes were corre£ted by the ftatute 
of Weftminfler. It is highly probable that the 
mifchief had been feverely felt by the people, 
although no remedy had been provided for it 
by the Norman Kings or Barons. * « The 
•* iniquity of the times was fo great, as it 
<< even forced die fubjectSy to forego that, 
« which was in account a great liberty, to 
•* ftop the courfe of a growing mifchief/* 
The preamble to the ftatutes, made by the 
iirft parliament of Edward the Firftj afllgns

The aA 
of Henry the ftwenth was evaded, and the le* 
giflaCureonce more obliged toinfcrpofe. Tbo 
aft of I ft and 2d of Philip and Mary takesi 
away intirely^ from the jufticcs all power of 
bailing for offences declzred not iaiiablehy thtf 
ftatute of Wcftminfter. 

The illegal imprifonment of feverat pcr- 
fons, who had refufed to contribute to a loan 
exaftcd by Charles the firft, and the delay of 
the Habeas Corpus and fubfequent refuial to 
bail them,conttituted oneofthe firft and moft 
importanf grievances of that reign. Yet wheri 
the houfe of commons, which met in theyear 
l6a8, refolved upon meafures of the moft-firmt 
and ftrenuous rcfiftance to the pou'^r of im- 
prifonment afltimed by the King or privy* 
council, and to the rcfufal to bail the party 
on the return bf the Habeas Corpus\ they did 
exprefsly, in all their rcfolutions, make ati

It is pernicious^ as it implies a 
rule of law, which * yet the judge is not 
bound to pay the Icaft regard to, a^d tm- 
preSt& an idea upon the minds of the peq>k, 
that the judge is wifcr and greater than the 
law.
